2-29. There are three distinct types of local force units in the I'RC: oorder 
defense (BD I units, internal defense ilD) units, and garrison units. 

2-30. Border D^lciic. Border defense units, as the name implies, are those local 
forces stationed along and responsible for the Jefeiiie of China's bolder areas 
Essentially a lightly armed infantij- force, border defense troops would provide 
early warning of border violations and constitute the first line of defense in the 
event of a border incursion. The largest organized unit of the border defense 
forces IS the division. It is somewhat smaller than the standard Chinese infantry 
divtsiorL

Ihc soldier possessinj the right qualiticatioi.v as 
determined by his unit s party cominmee. could expect to reach the position of 
platoon leader withm 5 years alter conscription. Oitlceriraimns i< conducted at 
military region schooU or academies. Most oilicers assigned to research or 
technical poMtions are trained at military technical institutes. Onlv a small 
percentaje ot oiticers in this specialist category, which includes all doct.irs. are 
commissioned directl> Irom ainoni: ci.llege graduates. .\ tew technis-al oi;.cers 
are selected irom gradnates of senior middle schools for advarced training at 
mihtary technical instit.ites after a short period of service in the ranks. Officer 
trjininjf programs in civilian colleges are not known to exist.

As such, it supports a 
weit-coordinated national defense plan. The outer ring of defense is lielieved to 
be (he growing fleet of diesel-powereil attack submarines which would deferid 
3gain>t an approaching force v,Mh edoes and mines. This cuter perimeter is 
backed cp by bomb- and torr -armed attack aircraft of the PRCNAI-. 
lK"itro> e.'-type imit» provide i second defensive ring. Their firepower, sea- 
keeping ability, range and speed provide tiexthility and mobility to the defensive 
plan, enibling naval headnua.terj to iiuickK fill gaps through intra 'imertlee: 
transfers. This perimeter, however, is limited in depth to the protective nnge of 
fighter aircraft. Close-in defense, also under the protective air unibrella. is the 
task of the large and cver-increzsing number of fast missile boats, torpedo boats 
and gunboats, as well as patrol and mine craft. PRCN tactical doctrine allegedly 
emphaii/es the use of surprise atucks. combat at night and during periods of 
poor visibility, close combat with in till rat ion of an enemy's rear, and dcitiiiction 
of an enemy with a concentration of force. In addition, it is probable that 
extensive protective minefields would be laid both to protect shipping and to 
guard against amphibious assaults.
